EXECUTIVE FORCE REVIEW COMMITTEE FINDINGS AND RECOMMENDATIONS 
USE OF FORCE, MARCH 8, 2002, REVIEW #2058884 


The purpose of this memo is to notify you of the review committee's findings and 
recommendations concerning the use of force incident which occurred on March 8, 
2002. 


The Committee met on September 12, 2002, and consisted of myself, Commander 
David Betkey (Commander of the Department) and Commander William McSweeney 
(Office of the UnderSheriff). The Committee determi at the use of force by 
Deputies ларча Richard White Mii... within Department 
policy. Please advise the deputies of this decision. 


The Committee additionally directed that Field Operations Support Services, Field 
Operations Training and Century Station training personnel examine the "chase and 
contain" tactic in which one deputy in a radio car and one on foot chase a suspect on 
foot, and determine if this tactic necessitates a change in the current foot pursuit policy 
and/or training curriculum.

Deputy atea he has been working indie for over a year. This evening, he and 
his partner of three days, Deputy Richard White, were working Century unit <i: shift 
being hours. They were driving a marked black and white patrol vehicle and were 
dressed in Class A uniforms. Deputy as the driver and Deputy White was the bookman. 


Atapproximately 1920 hours while patrolling the Athens Park area, he and his partner were traveling 
eastbound on 140" Street when they approached the stop sign at San Pedro Blvd. As he looked 
north, he saw a group of three male blacks standing on the west sidewalk of San Pedro Street. One 
of the individuals was wearing a red shirt which had stenciled across the back “135 Westside Piru,” 
aknown local street gang. The second individual was dressed in all black, while the third individual 
wore a bulky black jacket. Deputy stated this area has seen a large increase in gang activity, 
including several shootings. He recognized the individual with the stenciled shirt as someone who 
associates with the 135 Westside Piru gang. Deputy iii drove toward the group, illuminating 
them with their headlights and spot lights. As they approached the group, the individual wearing all 
black dropped a brown paper bag on the ground. Deputy decided to contact the group 
regarding a littering and narcotic's investigation, as well as a “gang members loitering in public” 
violation. He stopped the car and approached the group on foot. Prior too actually contacting the 
group, the individual wearing the bulky jacket, later identified as Subject ии in the 
direction of Deputies and White and ran away in a northwesterly direction, crossing 
Allenhurst Street and then entering a north/south alley immediately west of San Pedro Street. 


Deputy White went in foot pursuit of Subject fas Deputy Г into the patrol car. 


Deputy — TS his gun in his right hand and placed his flashlight between his legs, then drove 
northbound in the alley following Deputy White, and Subject ho was ahead of both of 
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them. Deputy Ml lost sight of his partner. Deputy г unable to use the patrol car 
radio to announce the pursuit because his right hand held his Beretta handgun. Halfway through the 
length of the alley, Deput rove past Deputy White. When asked if he considered picking 
up Deputy White, Deputy] stated he felt it was tactically more sound to keep some distance 
between he and his partner. At about the same time, Deputy oticed Succ M no 


longer running with his arms swinging freely. Instead, Subject appeared to be holding or 
reaching into his left jacket pocket. Subject xited the alley and angled off in a northwest 
direction, crossing 139" Street. 


As Deputy SII the alley, Subject i was iii across the street and approximately 


ten yards ahead of him. It was at this point that Deputy| aw Subject emove his left 
hand from his left jacket pocket, holding an object that Deputyfimmediatcly recognized as a 
chrome semi-auto handgun, As олоо В m the sidewalk on the north side of the street. 
he looked over his shoulder in the direction of Dey m ЕМЫ OOE Subject | 
was going to run between the yards. Deputy uickly closed the gap between his patrol car and 
Subject Т intended to stop short of Subject Instead, the momentum of the patrol 
car carried him to a point directly across from Subject who was now on the driveway m | 
HN Mm to his left, extended his left arm and pointed a chrome semi- 
auto handgun directly at Deputy T Ч he was about to be shot and in self- 
defense, fired a single round at Subject. hrough the open right front passenger side window. 


Subject Т and ran down the right side m — m5 Deput xiled his 


patrol car and sought cover behind the left rear of the patrol vehicle. Subject ran into the 
wooden gate at the entrance of the side yard. He again turned to his left and pointed the chrome 
semi-auto handgun at Deput Deputy MW fearing for his life, fired six rounds from his 
Beretta handgun at Subject As Deputy flas shooting, Subj climbed over 
a six-foot cinder block side wall and entered the front yard о. Because of the six- 
foot cinder block wall, Deputy lost sight of Subject However, his partner Deputy 
White, his position slightly further east, was shining his flashlight toward соо Ей Ө the front 
yard. 


Deputy Ml heard Deputy White fire four rounds, Believing Subjec аа hopped the 
wall and was making his way eastbound toward the alley, he, = the edge of the 
alley, his intention being to set up an area of containment for Subject As Deput 

beyan to announce their predicament to SCC, he heard Deputy White yell to him that Subject 
was down in the front yard. Deputy MM back and took cover behind a small block wall and 
held Subject at cunpoint. Deputy 25 also mindful of keeping an eye out for the two 
individuals Subject Bs standing with prior to their arrival, 


When assisting units arrived, Subject Craw led out toward the front yard at the direction of 
deputies. He was then handcuffed without incident. Deputy loes not recall saying or issuing 
any orders to subject prior to or during the time he shot. Deputy Iso does not recall 
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Subject freaking during the entire incident. 


БАУЫ always cognizant of his partner's whereabouts, saying they were always in sight 
of each other. 


ТАВ Note: Several discrepancies were noted between the criminal report written by 
E E Deputy Ш: >р:соспа report and LAB interview. 
Deput аз asked to clarify the discrepancies. Regarding the number 
ofrounds fired inside the vehicle, Deputy adamant he fired only one 
round inside the patrol car, even though three shell casings were recovered 
from inside the vehicle. There is also no mention of his firing from outside 
his vehicle in the criminal report. БУЫ as contacted regarding thc 
discrepancies and stands by his supplemental report and IAB interview, 
saying he did not review the criminal report and therefore did not catch the 
errors. Also, as a side note, there is no differentiation in the shell casings 
listed in the Crime Lab Supplemental Report, despite both 9mm and .45 
caliber rounds being fired by the deputies, making it impossible to discern 
where the various casings landed. 


Deputy Richard White was working Century unit in his partner Deputy | 


Першу 2 driving and he was the bookman. Their patrol car was a marked black and white 
unit and they were each wearing Class A uniforms with sofi-web gear. Deputy White described the 
area they were patrolling as one having heavy gang problems, including numerous incidents 
involving firearms. 


While stopped eastbound 140" Street at San Pedro Street, Deputy White looked north and saw three 
males standing on the west sidewalk. One of the individuals was wearing all black and another had 
on a red sweat shirt, on the back of which was stenciled, "135 West Side Piru.” The third individual 
later identified as Subject Г 09 wearing a heavy black jacket. As Deputies Bf drove 
toward the group, the individual wearing all dark clothing placed a paper bag on the ground. Both 
deputies illuminated the group with their spot lights as they pulled to a stop, then exited their vehicle. 
Tt was at this point that Subject egan running northbound to Allenhurst Street, crossing it 
in a northwesterly direction and entering a north/south alley immediately west of San Pedro Street. 


Deputy White yelled to Deputy Jg get the car as he (Deputy White) ran after Subject | 


As Deputy White entered the alley and ran along the east side, Subject as approximately 
thirty feet ahead of him and running along the wes! side of the alley. Deputy White could hear 
Deputy 2 >ргогсьор from behind him with the radio car. At about mid-alley, Deputy White 
saw Subjec NM cach into his front waistband, either holding or manipulating an object. Based 
on the area they were in, the people Subject [vas associating with and his own personal 
knowledge that criminals often conceal weapons in their waist area, Deputy White believed Subject 

аз arming himself. At this point, Deputy irove past Deputy White. Deputy White 
said he went to key the microphone of his hand held radio to announce he was in foot pursuit, but 
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only heard two beeps, indicating a poorly charged battery. 


DENS — v5 rapidly closing in on Subject e they exited the alley. Subject И 
ran across E. 139" Street and to the west, crossing onto the north sidewalk. Deputy White was 
running northwest across E. 139% Street when he saw Subject turn to his left, holding a 
chrome handgun in his left hand. Subject! pointed the gun with an outstretched arm at 
Deputy| car. Deputy White said he heard several shots come from Рериг саг. Deputy 
White does not recall seeing Depu fire from outside the vehicle, but he was certain he heard 
several rounds fired. Subject then ran north into the east side yard o 
He lost sight of Subject| [due to the very poor lighting and the fact that Subject > 
also behind a block wall at this point. Deputy White next saw Subject| b over the block 
wall into the front yard " 1c could not tell if Subject as facing toward 
him or away from him. However, when he saw the handgun come back up toward him, Deput 

White feared for his life and that of Deputy га fired three or four rounds at Subj cct MM

De uty moved to the east past Deputy White and began broadcasting a "998" call. Deputy 
тт moving east toward the alley їп an apparent effort to begin containment as Deputy 
White directed his flashlight at the area where Subject as last seen. Deputy White saw 
Subject flying on the ground. He could not tell whether Subject г T5 lying on his 
stomach or back due to the heavy jacket he was wearing, but it looked as though he was 
incapacitated. Deputy White yelled to Deputy RW EO on the ground in front 
of him. Deputy лс back and took up a position near Deputy White behind a block wall. 
Deputy White then requested assistance and the two of them contained Subject Н the 
arrival of other deputies. When other deputies arrived, it was decided it was safer to have Subject 
rawl out to them as opposed to them entering a dark area. Subject M-ra [ca out to 

the deputies as directed and was handcuffed without incident. 


Deputy White does not recall either he or Deputy — any commands to Subject — | 
He also feels he had Deputy sight at all times during their pursuit. Deputy White recalls 
only one volley of gunfire from Depaty| He does not recall Deputy firing from outside 
his vehicle. 


WITNESS STATEMENTS 
While the listed witnesses all heard what they described as firecrackers going off, most heard 


approximately five “bangs,” followed by the sound of sirens. None actually witnessed the shooting 
or the events that proceeded it.

КО M initially he ran when he saw the deputies because he had half of a “nickle” (five 
dollar) bag of marijuana, was under the influence and was also T md denied ever 
possessing a gun. When told deputies had seen him with a chrome handgun and that an identical gun 
was recovered near where he was captured, Subject NM ea his story. He stated he found 
the gun on the ground by a gas station and decided to keep it for protection against Mexican gang 
members. А short while later he changed his story, saying that he had bought the gun for $50 from 
а cocaine addict behind Г и located іп the 13400 block of Avalon Blvd. The 
reason for wanting the gun remained the same — to protect himself from Mexican gang members. 
Subject | | was shot in the leg by a member of the Mexican gang “B13" in the same 
neighborhood where the deputies first spotted him. 


Subject [ran north on San Pedro Street, then west on Allenhurst Street. From there he ran 
north in an alley west of San Pedro Street. At Е. 139" Street he turned left and began running 
westbound. While running westbound on E. 139^ Street, he heard several gunshots come from 
behind him in the alley. 


ТАВ Note: Both deputies state they only fired their weapons on 139" St. and never in the 
alley, No shell casings were found in the alley and no additional bullet 
strikes were located in the alley or on 139^ Street. 


It was at this point that he removed the gun from his left jacket pocket with his left hand and ran 
downa side yard of a nearby house. When he encountered a wooden gate, he climbed over the block 
wall, striking his head on the wall as he did so. He believes he may have blacked out at this point. 
Subj " n" forward off the wall and landed on his back. He does not remember how the gun 
got into the rear yard. He was then arrested by deputies. 


Subject reported that he has blacked out on several occasions in the past, including during 
an assault he committed against his n 1999. He believes this occurs when he experiences high 
levels of fear, anger or excitement. 


Subj ect с2а hearing the deputies yell for him to stop, saying the would shoot him. He 
denies ever pointing the gun at the deputies.
